ADAMS AND THE PEANUT TRAIN HAVE ARRIVED 


The highly-publicized "Peanut Special® train from Plains GA to Washington arrived 
on time in that city--actually 4 minutes late, at 7:04am--on Jan 20, bringing pass~ 
engers to the inauguration of President-elect Jimmy Carter. Consist of the train 
was: SDP4OF engines 582, 595, 568; cars 5404, 5475, 5442, 2252 "Star Leaf*, 2263 
"Placid Lake", 2203 "Silver Swan", 2638 "Pacific Trail*®, piano bar-lounge 3409, twin 
unit diner 8800-8801, sleeper lounge 3205 "Gulf Stream", 2201 "Silver Quail®, 2250 
Star Bay", 2215 "Indian Maid", 2211 "Indian Drun", 2214 "Indian Lake®, 2626 "Pacific 
Plateau", and 2618 "Pacific Lodge." Cars were moved from New Orleans at 1pm Jan 18 
where the consist was recorded, to Plains for start of the special run. in addition 
cars 2242 "Homestead" and dome lounge 9390 (ex-SUPER CHIEF) were kept at New Orleans 
as backup equipment for the train. A reported 386 passengers rode the train from 
Plains, and it fell an hour behind schedule at Fitzgerald GA but regained its sched- 
ule by Florence SC after some 8Qmph running. 

About 6 hours after the noon-time inauguration of Carter, the Senate completed 
confirmation of Brock Adams as the new Secretary of Transportation. The National 
Association of RR Passengers revealed in its Dec newsletter that Adams's legislative 
assistant is Woodruff Price, at one time executive director of NARP, and widely ree 
spected in the railroad field for his Transportation Subcommittee work with Adams. 

Late news flash: the "Peanut Special” arrived back in Plains at pm Jan 22, with 
travelers complaining about tourist treatment in Washington, but apparently no com- 
plaints about the train. 


THE FLORIDIAN DERAILS AGAIN 


The southbound FLORIDIAN derailed at 4:20am Jan 16 about 15 miles north of Birn- 
ingham AL, Altho cars were flung about like matchsticks, there were apparently no 
serious injuries among the 205 passengers. Two persons were hospitalized, for con- 
plaints of chest pains and hypertension, and 147 others were examined and released. 
Tan cars of the 20-odd went off the tracks, with loss of track adhesion reportedly 
occuring 3 coaches behind the two engines. Four cars, including two domes, tumbled 
down a steep embankment. The Auto-Train section of the train did not derail. Not- 
ed Chicago railfan Roy Arpan was riding in one of the domes at the tine. He told a 
reporter that "It was like walking inside a funhouse, because the walls were all at 
an angle." Passengers did not panic in the wreck. 

Amtrak announced Jan 18 that it was indefinitely suspending service on the FLOR I - 
DIAN route, among 8 routes on which it was halting service because of severe equip- 
nent shortages brought on primarily by the record cold weather across the nation 
(see report starting on p.10). Une report indicated that Auto-Train would continue 
its service on the route with its own equipment, with one weekly roundtrip. 

Amtrak's eastbound SHENANDOAH derailed at Independence, KY in mideafternoon of 
Dec 31, 1976. The derailment was minor, with the locomotive and first car of the 
2ecar train leaving the rails. The train was reerailed after a 3-hour delay and 
continued its journey with 35 passengers aboard. The accident, 10 miles east of 
Grafton WV came on the train's 2-month anniversary of revenue operation.

A "CANTRAK" IS COMING THIS YEAR 


A Crown corporation similar to Amtrak, which will take over operation of 
Canadian passenger trains will be established before the end of 1977, it was an- 
nounced Jan 13 by Transport Minister Otto Lang. 

The corporation will operate in a manner similar to that of Amtrak in the U.S., 
owning its own equipment and paying the railways to operate its trains, with the 
government covering operating deficits and providing incentives to the railways 
for good service. Lang said that some poorly patronized services would be cut out, 
and that some sleeping car service on some routes might be cut, Lang indicated, in 
a televised report, that an attempt will be made to increase passenger train speeds, 
altho this would require some time and some track improvements, He said that be- 
tween 3 and 10 sets of new, fast passenger train equipment are being ordered. The 
integration of CP Rail and CN service by means of the joint timetable published 
Vast October was the first step in merging the services of the two main railways, 
Lang pointed out. The corporation is expected to be operating the trains some time 
before the end of this year, 

The possibility of the formation of such an organization was first mentioned by 
former Transport Minister Jean Marchand in Jun “914 when a campaign promise to 
organize a Canadian Passenger Transportation Corp. after the national elections 
of that summer was made. After the election the idea was placed on a back burner 
(see RIN, Second June issue, 1974). (Copies of issue still available at 30¢.)

A "MANHATTAN PROJECT" TO 
REBUILD RAIL PASSENGER SERVICE? 


e have arrived at an important junction point 

in the history of our nation. Not only are 
we beginning a new year and a new political 
adainistration, but also we are starting the 
third century of our country's existence. The 
old year, the elections, the Bicentennial cel- 
ebrations are behind us, and now it's time to 
get down to business and look clearly at where 
we are going with respect to our survival into 
the twenty-first century. 

Someone said recently that lawmakers can't seem 
to think more than a year into the future. If we 
are to survive the decades ahead we are going to 
have to learn to plan further into the future. The 
- problem under discussion here is that simple but 
very basic and all-pervasive question of Energy-- 
and the related problems of transportation. : 

The "average man" doesn't have all the necessary information or even the tine to 
draw a realistic conclusion about the directions we should be taking vis-a-vis en- 
ergy usage. And yet our lawmakers require the public's input and support to help 
steer them toward reasonable policies. With this in mind, it is possible to sit 
down and ask some logical questions about our future, and demand that our leaders 
seek some reasonable answers. 

Ever since the energy crisis of 1973 we have been treating the problem the way 
Mark Twain said people related to the weather--everybody's been talking about it 
while continuing to use fuel at an ever-increasing rate. Exactly how auch petro- 
leum is left in the world? No one knows for certain, but 50 or 60 years' worth is 
2 commonly-mentioned figure. But as with all problems the natural inclination is 
to feel that the matter is not as bad as it appears; that new discoveries (such as 
the recent one in Mexico) will continua to be made, enabling the world's supply to 
last indefinitely. A natural inclination is to fail to realize that new discover- 
jes will only tend to offset unplanned-for losses, such as underestimates of exist- 
ing supplies, spills and other losses. It is not realistic to assume that experts’ 
estimates of a few decades’ worth are wrong. The chairman of Atlantic Richfield 
Co, has been quoted as saying: "We're moving toward an almost certain energy fam- 
ine." 

What will life in the United States be like as fuel gets scarcer? We've had a 
taste of the future already, and it won't be hard to guess what may be ahead. The 
gasoline shortage of 1973-74 is still remembered. We were unprepared for the 
shortage of heating fuel in much of the nation this month as record-low tempera- 
tures were recorded. The economy is now suffering because of factory closures in 
the present shortage, and individuals are physically suffering. One can assume 
that problems such as these will become more frequent and wore debilitating unless 
we are prepared for an orderly phase-in of alternate means of energy production. 

Fuel for space-heating and for industry creates an enoraous problem, but at 
least one is dealing with stationary energy sources, and these can be powered froa 
a variety of alternate means. In transportation there is an added problem--many 
vehicles must carry their power plant and fuel with thea, and thus the kinds of 
energy sources they can use are limited. Transportation uses one-fourth of all 
petroleum in the U.S., and the automobile accounts for most of this. We can only 
work on the assumption that the internal combustion engine will have to be er 
page 


out of existence; and given the time period in question, it would seem reasonable 
to start at once to make plans for that phasing-out. The corollary of this, of 
course, is that we must plan now to phase in other types of motive power. The 
alternatives are limited in the case of autos and other highway vehicles, and in 
the case of aircraft. It happens that rail vehicles are the most flexible in this 
respect, requiring the least amount of alteration to continue operation under the 
‘eneray-famine" conditions of the future. 

Let us then discuss each major type of transportation vehicle and try to quess 
what the impact on our transportation system will be when petroleum is phased out 
as an energy source.

In preparing the above table, we have considered the two most viable alternatives 
to gascline engines: electric and steam engines. “ith electric motors, the oenerat- 
ing source is indicated--either a source carried in the vehicle (battery) or a re- 
mote generating station (run by water power, nuclear power, or solar power; other 
power sources are possible, such as wind power). In the case of battery use, the 
battery must be charged up initially from some stationary source, of course. 

The table suggests that aircraft are in deep trouble. Likewise, highway trucks 
will find it difficult to locate energy sources. The train and the trolley-bus 
are fortunate because they are the only vehicles that can use external power sources 
with energy transmitted to them via power lines. 

What visions of the future do these considerations suggest? They suggest that 
long-distance travel now done by airplane will become increasingly expensive and 
difficult to arrange. It seems likely that dwindling fuel supplies will be reserved 
for military and emergency aircraft use, and that regular civilian air passengers 
would have to be shunted to other modes, most likely fast inter-city trains. High- 
way trucks would have to be phased out, and their cargos returned to the rails. 
This of course would increase highway safety in an era when autos are smaller and 
lighter in weight (see also "Road danger is rising as more trucks ignore U.S. speed 
limit of 55", Wall Street Journal, Dec 31, 1976). Light delivery trucks in cities 
and on relatively short routes could be battery-powered, as automobiles probably 
will be. It seems unlikely that the automobile will disappear in significant num- 
bers from our roads, but in a switch to battery power the auto industry would be 
maintained and the economy thus unthreatened, with the necessity of replacing pre- 
sent cars with new ones powered by electricity or possibly steam. 

The major area of growth would seem to be in the rails. Not only would freight 
carrying increase significantly, but passenger traffic of greatly increased propor- 
tions would have to be planned for. Road vehicle use would remain practical, but 
would probably drop off because of the requirement of periodjc stops to change bat- 
teries. The nuisance and expense of this on long trips would drive more long dis- 
tance travelers to the rails, or to auto-ferrying trains. And of course the form. 
er air traveler would be shifting to the rails also. 
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Automobile driving would become more pleasant because of the disappearance of the 
noisy and polluting internal combustion engine, and because of the lack of large 
trucks intermixing with small cars on the highways. As a result, one might predict 
that short and intermediate distance trips would continue to be aade largely by 
automobile, altho the cost of auto operation could be significantly higher than at 
present and thus would tend to discourage auto commuters. 

Two major changes will be required of the railroads, tho these changes froma 
technical standpoint are much simpler than the changes required of the other modes. 
The first is electrification of existing non-electrified lines and the acquisition 
of electric-powered equipment to operate on them. The second is a largeescale ex- 
pansion of our passenger train network both in number of routes and in level of 
service,

The electrification of railroad lines probably would be most readily accomplished 
under a plan by which the Federal government took over ownership of the rights-of- 
way, as it now owns the Interstate Highway system, and charged the individual car- 
riers for use of the rails. This plan would also simplify the expansion of the pase 
senger train system, which now operates on tracks begrudgingly supplied by the indi- 
vidual railroads, 

The existing plan for U.S. passenger train service in the next hal fedecade is far 
too meager as a beginning for the changes that aust be made in our overall trans- 
portation system in order to meet the coming petroleum famine, Amtrak's five-year 
plan, recently published, is simply an extrapolation of the snail's pace of prog- 
ress that has been made in the past five years under a Department of Transportation 
that has been consistently planning for an orderly phaseout of train service. Am- 
trak's five-year plan makes it clear that the corporation could, if supported by 
the public and by Congress, follow a more expansive plan that would lead to some- 
thing like the future we have been predicting here. Let us quote from Amtrak's 
fiveeyear plan: "There is concern that the capital investments proposed for the 
next five years are inadequate, Predicted energy costs over the next ten years 
can be cited that would support a ‘Manhattan Project' approach to passenger train 
service redevelopment, It can even be argued that present operating costs are so 
leveraged against achievable revenues that incremental improvements will not be 
sufficient--that quantum improvements on an entirely new scale are necessary. There 
is much to be said for this longer view, but a realistic assessment must be that 
the country as a whole has not yet expressed a desire to start building entirely 
new Tokaido lines." 

Now is the time for the nation to stop and consider whether it might not be in 
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our bast interests to start investing in rail redevelopment on the much larger scale 
alluded to in the Amtrak report, The original Manhattan Project was a crash program 
to develop a technology believed to be necessary for the country's survival. We 
should ask ourselves whether the nation's survival in the coming energy famine does 
not require an equally rapid regrowth of the transportation mode we will have to 
rely upon as the backbone of the country's mobility in the coming decades, 

These times require people of vision. We should not regard our future as one of 
retrenchment and hunkering down under survival conditions of living. Our earth and 
our universe are vibrating with energy--good, clean energy waiting to be tapped. 

We should be devoting more research to learning how to use the vast resources of 
our limitless environwent for the betterment of mankind, instead of mucking around 
in the oil-and-fire technology inherited from prehistoric times. And we should be 
locking forward along the bright, shining rails that will carry our technology 

into a better tomorrow.

A passenger aboard the SAN FRANCISCO ZEPHYR that derailed Dec 16, 1976 near Omaha 
died Dec 28 in an Omaha hospital where he had been since the wreck. Greg Gee, 27, 
of Farragut |A had undergone surgery for internal injuries and succumbed of comli- 
cations following surgery. He was the only Amtrak derailment fatality of 1976. 

One person died as a result of a derailment in 1973, and 11 in the wreck of the 
former CITY OF NEW ORLEANS in 1971, 


The southbound Amfleet COLONIAL broke down in the mile-long tunnel after leaving 
the Washington station on Dec 29, After a 10-minute delay an engine coupled to 
the rear of the train and pulled it out of the tunnel. Passengers in the rear car 
suffered diesel fume inhalation, and a nurse and other volunteers aboard passed 
out paper towels while the passengers were moved to a forward car. The train pro- 
ceeded to Williamsburg about one hour behind schedule. 

Both COAST STARLIGHTS were delayed Jan 4 when an SP freight hit a dirt slide at 
milepost 295.7 about 26 miles south of Ounsmuir CA just after midnight. The lead 
freight engine, SP 8889, derailed and went on its side into the Sacramento River, 
spilling diesel fuel into the water. A second engine and 6 cars derailed, 3 Of 
them jn a tunnel. While workers cleared the mess, the southbound STARLIGHT turned 
at Dunsmuir, and the northbound likewise at Redding, with passengers bused between. 
Passengers from the northbound train arrived Seattle about 12 hours late, and pas- 
sengers going south were also delayed. About 200-300 people were aboard each train. 
The engineer and brakeman of the freight were treated for minor injuries. 

The northbound STARLIGHT on Dec 17, 1976 struck and killed an T1eyear-old boy who 
was walking along the tracks near Oxnard CA, The train was delayed thr 20mins. 


AMTRAK RUNS AN AMFLEET COAST STARLIGHT 


A firstetime event occurred on Jan 8 when Amtrak ran an all-Amfleet COAST STAR- 
LIGHT from Oakland to Los Angeles, as the first section of the train, on the reg- 
ular STARLIGHT schedule. The regular southbound train was expected late into Jak- 
land because of the BN locomotive embargo, and a sizeable tour group heading for 
the Super Bowl football] game in Southern California, the group sponsored by La 
Veer's Travel of Oakland, was to board at Oakland. Running an Amfleet train would 
also give Amtrak an opportunity to move some of the excess Amfleet cars out of the 
Northwest, cars no longer needed because of the end of Seattle Kinagdome football 
season, It would incidentally give Amtrak a chance to evaluate their performance 
on a route which Amtrak has been considering for their introduction, as a second 
daylight Oakland-L.A. train. 

RTN's Peter Bretz rode the train from Santa Barbara to L.A. and reports that it 
was on time al] the way. Consist of the first section was: engines 566 (SOP4OF) , 
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214 (F40PH); cars 1352 (Ambag), 21148, 20016, 27150, 20012, 21147, 20015, 27149, 
The 200-= series cars are Amcafes, The two front Amcafes were each operated by 
one man and one woman, with one man in the third. There were no coach attendants 
on the train. Two supervisors were aboard, and Amtrak Western Region VP Neal Owen 
was taking in the proceedings. 

Pete says the cars performed admirably, but the lack of window shades bothered 
him. Doors were set so about two opened at station stops, not all at once as in 
regular corridor operation. Reportedly because of the lack of coach attendants, 
two men got left behind at San Luis Obispo when they were off the train attempting 
to locate some Dos Equis beer. However, they grabbed a taxi to the nearest air- 
port (Santa Maria?) and chartered a Coastal Airlines plane which at a fare of 
$99.40 took them to Oxnard where they could rejoin the train. Reportedly they re- 
marked that they would bill Amtrak for the extra costs they incurred. 

The train was about 3/4 full at all tines, Pete reports. One young woman was 
making her first train trip, and didn't realize the unusual nature of the run that 
day, or that all railroad cars were not like the Amfleet cars she was riding. The 
cars had been deadheaded from Portland to Oakland a day ahead in anticipation of 
the special run, 


COLEMAN GOES DOWN SWINGING AT AMTRAK 


William Coleman ended his tenure as Transportation Secretary at noon on Jan 20, 
and in his last days in office he managed to direct a good deal more of his anti- 
Amtrak attitudes to the media--and in one case Amtrak openly fought back, 

Coleman said in Aviation Oily (Jan 6 issue) that it is the "most ridiculous thing 
in the world" to subsidize a Boston-Chicago train ride because it takes 18 hours 
"when you can fly there in 1 hour, 15 minutes." At this point Amtrak apparently 
could endure his slings and arrows no longer, and shot back a letter to him on Jan 
10 (also distributed to the media) in which Public Affairs VP Edwin Edel reminded 
Coleman that he himself had selected the Boston-Chicago (LAKE SHORE LIMITED--RTN's 
"Train of the Year" for 1976; see last issue) route that Amtrak was required to op- 
erate. What's nore Edel pointed out, the train is "overwhelmingly used by short- 
distance passengers", with only about 32 of the 303,828 riders last year traveling 
fron end point to end point, a ridership which Coleman's airplane obviously could~ 
n't serve. 

Amtrak's Edel went on: "I find your statements purporting to support short-distance 
and ‘corridor! train service also open to question, The Northeast Corridor Improve- 
ment project was authorized last February. Your Department has failed during all 
this time to get the program going, As a result, an entire work season has been 
lost. The train-riding public also lost a year of improved service, and the tax- 
paying public, thru higher costs and inflation, will lose millions in additional 
costs for the work postponed, Frankly, | really don't know why you have impeded 
Amtrak's progress during your term in office. | do know that misuse of facts does- 
n't contribute one scintilla to solving the nation's transportation problems." 

Coleman likened the passenger train te an outhouse: "To me, the passenger train, 
once you get out of the Northeast corridor and a few other places, is very much 
like the outhouse, At one time it made a lot of sense but once you got plumbing 
there is no doubt you put out of business people who made outhouses." 

Coleman also told the New York Times (Dec 27, 1976) that "it is doubtful that, 
outside those few densely populated metropolitan corridors, rail service will ever 
be anything more than a highly specialized service appealing to a minority clien- 
tele." The Wall Street Journal echoed his anti-passenger train remarks in an edi- 
torial the following day. 

Just before leaving office, Coleman issued a 412-page report the nah thrust of 
which seemed to be to call for cutting off large subsidies to Amtrak (see Wall 
Street Journal, Jan 17).

Exactly 25 years ago, on Jan 13, 1952, the westbound CITY OF SAN FRANCISCO, the 
direct predecessor of the SAN FRANCISCO ZEPHYR, became trapped in heavy snow in 
California's High Sierra. This January there was little snow to impede the train's 
prearess, but elsewhere in the U.S. record low temperatures played havec with 
transportation and a dispute over the safety of Amtrak's main long-distance loco~ 
motive, the GMebuilt SOP4OF, combined to create the most serious disruption of Am- 
trak systeawvide schedules in the history of the corporation, and for the first tise 
under Amtrak actual suspension of service on a number of routes--certainiy the most 
operational probless Amtrak has faced since the difficult winter of 1973-4 (detail- 
ed in RTN, Ist Jan issue 1974--issue still available at 30g). 

Burlington Northern's embargo on SOP4OF engines was reportedly the result of an 
on-site investigation following the SAN FRANCISCO ZEPHYR derailaent near Papillion 
NE on Dec 16. The train, powered by engines 620 and 586, derailed on a curve, and 
BY investigators concluded by track examination and by inspection of the engines at 
Lincoln afterwards that high lateral forces in the locomotive trucks caused the 
forward truck on the rear unit to derail first; as other cars were derailed, track 
damage occurred sufficient to rerove a rail from aligneent and send the rear cars 
down an eabankment, 8N officials reportedly know of at least ten previous Amtrak 
derailments (two on BN) in which the second diesel or first car was the first to 
derail because of gaugeewidening thought to be caused by the SDP4OF locomotives. 

BR announced the eabargo (actually a 40mph speed restriction which made use of 
the engines iapractical) on Dec 18 and assigned a pool of freight diesels geared 
for Tlph and its own heater cars to Astrak service. Thus began a long period of 
severe schedule disruption of trains using BN trackse=ironically on the railroad 
which had given Awtrak the biggest schedule speedups last Oct 37. Amtrak had to 
rush in other locomotives to replace the SOPs on BN lines, and began to face a 
severe shortage of locomotives. [{ even leased Union Pacific E units and Southern 
Railway E's and FP7's for some of its long-distance runs out of Chicago (sone of 
the SR engines, taken off the defunct PIEDMONT, proaptly conked out pulling the 
JAMES WHITCOMB RILEY thru Virginia, setting train 50 16 hours late at Washington; 
the Chessie System had also set a low speed limit on SOPs, and Southern Pacific 
required thea to slow to 5SOmph on curves). 

At this point the weather intervened as a major disrupter of Amtrak schedules. 
Monday morning newspapers on Jan 10 said it had hit 60 below zero (all teaperatures 
Farenheit) in Rice Lake, WI and =43° at Hibbing MN. But the worst was yet to cone. 
On Jan 1b Chicago had its lowest temperature of this century--an average of -13°, 
It was the coldest day since Feb 9, 1899, when 14 below was reached. The record- 
breaking cold wave which sept thru the Midwest and East in wid-month aay have 
brought on Amtrak's "darkest hour." Track switches froze solid, water pipes in 
conventional railroad cars burst, diesel fuel turned to jelly, and as the orip of 
subezero weathar closed in on Chicago, up to 17 daily runs were annulled at tha 
height of the Jan 16-17 freeze. Those trains continuing to run were often limited 
to 40eph as railroad operating departments imposed lower speed limits to prevent 
damage to equipment and roadbeds, Only electrically-heated Amfleat trains and 
Turbos did well, as winds from Lake Michigan created wind-chill factors down to 
62°, In the Santa Fe coach yards in thicago a water main burst, creating a b-inch 
layer of fice over the tracks, which literally froze the Amtrak cars in solid. In 
spite of this, the SOUTHWEST LIMITED was reportedly maintaining the best schedule 
record, on one day being the only Chicago train to arrive on tine (actually 18 mins 
early). Observers put sone of the blame for frozen and damaged cars on Chicago 
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yard operations. But the Chicago Sun-Tiges described 
the problem this way: "Skilled hands turn al] thumbs 
at zero degrees, and bulky clothing slows everybedy 
down. Machinery breaks down and communications are 
retarded.* 

Nation-vide press coverage vas giver to Aatrak'’s 
widespread cancellation of service in the Midwest. 

At the height of the cold wave, which happened te 
coincide with the Jan 16 FLORIDIAN derailment near 
Birminghaa, Aetrak announced that it was indefinitely 
suspending service on the following trains: FLORIDIAR, 
SHENANDOAH, BLACK HABK, MOUNTAINEER, ILLIMI, BLUE 
WATER LIMITED, southbeund ABRAHAM LINCOLN, northbound 
STATE HOUSE, and the INTER-AMERICAN. Aufleet cars vere being placed temporarily 
on the PANAMA LIMITED and the JAMES WHITCOMB RILEY, which meant no sleeper service 
on those trains. Illinois Governor James Thoapsen sent a delegate to Amtrak in 
Washington to complain about the train suspensions, three ef which are subsidized 
by that state: the BLACK HAWK, ILLINI, and STATE HOUSE. Senator Warren Ragnusoa 
of Washington, chairman of the Senate Coemerce Committee, said he vas looking inte 
the whole probles of the Burlington's restrictions on Astrak locomotives. 

The BN began accepting the SIPs again by aid-January, with the same S0mph speed 
ligit on curves which the SP demanded, and on Jan 20 Amtrak announced fornatien of 
a foursparty "precautionary" test program to investigation the "unknown interact- 
jon" between SOP40F locomotive and track on curves of 2° or greater. Led by Or. 
Williae Harris, an Association of American Railreads engineer, the group included 
representatives of the AAR, Amtrak, the Federal Railroad Administration, and Gen- 
eral Motors, The National Transportation Safety Board was alse asked te partici- 
pate. In the meantine, Amtrak said it would issue new timetables as soon as pes~ 
sible to reflect the lower speeds its trains are now making, Tha route suspen- 
sions are to be in effect until the passenger car yards are back to normal, the 
weather improved, and enough equipment available to run the trains normally. 

As the aonth moved on, Western train schedules were becoming formalized. The 
SAN FRANCISCO ZEPHYR apparently suffered the sost from these winter probleas, 
with a total of three westbound annullments and one eastbound, and with the west~ 
bound train turned once at Sparks NV and passengers bused on (euch to their dise 
pleasure, as newspaper headlines pointed out), We expect to publish many sore

THIRTY-SIX MILES OF TROUBLE 
Winter on the B&M Eastern Route by Peter Roehm 


Some years back a book was published titled "36 Miles of Trouble", which dealt 
with the trying times of the now-deceased West River Railroad in Vermont. That 
troubling 36 miles can now be transposed to the MBTA/B&M's Boston-Rockport line 
and the experiences on it over the weekend of January 7-11 as heavy snows, rain, 
sleet, ice and cold winds swept across eastern New England with nothing but head- 
aches for the commuter rail systems and particularly the Eastern Route. 

By daybreak Friday Jan 7 the snow had begun to build up along most of the route 
except for Rockport and Gloucester, where a snowerain combination kept the depth 
down a bit until a wind shift later in the afternoon guaranteed snow and foretold 
of problems. During the day al] outbound trains were running close to schedule 
to both Ipswich and Rockport but as the rush hour arrived the idea of a schedule 
looked less than hopeful. Train 255 from Boston at 5:32pm for Ipswich became 
stuck at North Beverly and unable to move either direction. Train 557 for Rock- 
port from Boston at 6pm was running very late. Both of these situations caused 
Ipswich-destined #261 to sit at Beverly and upon our arrival (train 563) we too 
had to hold, since #557 had not yet accounted for itself at Wilson's (Gloucester 
Draw) some 24 hours overdue. Trouble brewing. 

| had caught train 563 (Bpe departure from Boston) after having spent a half 
hour at South Station answering ConRail commuter phones and discussing the day's 
major news item with RTN reader Rick Hurst: the planned termination of all Con- 
Rail Boston commuter service by Mar 13 unless a new subsidy arrangement could be 
worked out with the MBIA, Train 563 slowly plied its way to Beverly via the in- 
termediate stops of Lynn, Swampscott, and Salem, and tied up behind the Ipswich 
#261 at the Depot, now a very excellent restaurant and saloon. Passengers fron 
#261 were warming both exteriors and interiors therein until clearance for the 
run could be received. At 9:30 it was received, and #261 proceeded north. A 
short time later we received word that #557 had cleared Wilson's and we were 
free to head out on the branch to Rockport. 

Snow had piled up considerably, and we now faced one of two choices: annul our- 
selves at Beverly or return to Boston for a locomotive. Engineer Paul Sullivan 
and Conductor Ronnie Ring were determined to reach Rockport, so after a couple 
of running starts we were headed inbound to North Station bucking the drifts 
along invisible tracks as a ship knifes the rough seas in a gale. High greens 
greeted us all along until Everett Junction where an inattentive towerman at 
Mystic (North Station) hit us with a red. After waiting 20 minutes, we were 
lined up for the station and headed in, arriving at 11:55--four hours after we 
had originally left. Train 563 was no more; we would become #571, 

| left the warmth of the train to hurry quickly to Mac's for coffee and munch- 
jes, when the station announcer called the Rockport train, which was then greet- 
ed by a loud cheer and a subsequent stampede of humanity that had been gathering 
since the trains of 9:00, 10:00, and 11:00 had been cancelled. | did an immedi- 
ate about face and reclaimed my seat, promptly deciding that an empty stomach 
would have to be lived with for an indefinite period of time. 

A 1200-hp switcher was attached, and a half hour into Saturday this happy lot 
of passengers were setting out for the journey north, Lynn 0.K., then Swamp- 
scott and we sit. Does not look good. Then we limp into Salem and the switcher 
dies. Two Budd cars, snow, cold and all were just too much for this engine to 
cope with. It is now 1:30am or later, and | have been trying to get hone for 
over 54 hours. So, now what? 

At 2:30 GP-9 #1736 and plow #W3737 come in behind us, Big deal! What can it do 
back there when what we need is the snow removed from in front? For two hours we 
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sit while an extra man in Salem tower who refuses to make any decisions is finally 
persuaded that the only way we will make it is to have the Geep and plow coupled 
on front. At 4:30 we become Plow, Geep, and two Budds and move on toward Beverly, 
detraining tired but thankful passengers. Then on to the branch toward the rising 
sun. The storm had ended, but the high winds had not, as we inched our way along 
stopping at occasional grade crossings that had been plowed, to be sure that we did 
not derail our plow on the ice piles. At one point our plow picked up a downed 
tree branch of solid thickness and this took a while to extricate. For maxiaum 
visibility | positioned myself on the right front side of the first Budd and 
watched as the drifts, some as large as eight feet, went crumbling before our on- 
slaught. 

Toward the downside of 5am our train was automatically annulled and we became 
Extra 1736. Passengers for the most part slept and just accepted the whole affair 
as something beyond the control cof the B&M or anyone else 
and thus did not get excited or arrogant; it was definitely 
a "clest 1a vie" atmosphere even among the crew on the Budds; 
the Geep and plow boys had to work. As we pass Manchester, 
dropping a few very weary riders, the sky begins to brighten 
to the east and dawn is well entrenched as we arrive in Glou- 
cester at 6:15am to detrain a good dozen-plus and pick up a 
few early birds waiting in vain for a usually scheduled 6am 
departure from Rockport which will be cancelled very shortly, 
and we take them with us to keep them warm. The normally 
10-minute run takes 45 minutes as we arrive in Rockport and 
take a siding as two Budds are off the track on the station 
approach (they would remain that way until late Monday). Fin- 
ally | have made it to Rockport--eleven hours after | left 

North Station, Thirty-six miles of trouble in 11 hours, or 
three miles an hour--should have walked! 

The Rockport yard remained a shambles all weekend and into the following week. 
With two Budds grounded, the one sitting at the station was left lit and warm and 
became a waiting room for passengers waiting for trains on a catch-as-catch-can 
basis; the trains would receive and discharge passengers at the freight house area, 
a good S-minute walk from the station platform, Following the arrival of our plow 
train, the engineer's time ran out and another crew was not sent out until the af- 
ternoon; thus the branch was single-track most of Saturday, The first train out 
was a late 7:30am departure, using our two Budds which seemed to be the only ones 
of a dozen on hand that could be used, Sunday night | would go to board a /pm 
departure using cars from a 6:47 arrival and since it did not show until 8:45, the 
Tpm was annulled pending the arrival of one at 8:47 which left as a very late Spm 
oh three cars, one of which worked well and another so-so and the third not at 
all. 

Monday dawned to more snow falling thickly and turning to heavy rain, All out- 
bound Rockport runs were cancelled after #511 to Manchester was made immobile at 
Montserrat (first station on the branch from Beverly) at 9am or thereabouts, In- 
bound trains continued as long as equipment allowed. Streets, tracks and all wera 
flooding as snow-packed drains refused to allow the water to go underground, and 
thoughts were entertained that Rockport would be cut off by the Salem tunnel or 
low points in Manchester station. A train was finally called for 3:30pm and ran 
two jam-packed cars, as few were taking chances on later trains. As it was bein 
called | was entertaining an idea of a charter bus, but then reports came in tha 
both highways (Routes 128 and 127) were closed on the outer North Shore. Arrived 
home at 5:30pm, and some trains did run after that. 

Tuesday found the snow and rain of Monday frozen into ice. Trains ran but slowly. 
Commuters who usually drive abandoned their useless cars for the train and com- 
plained why no seats or why was it taking so long. What one felt like telling them 
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is X-rated. | returned on a late 10pm departure from Boston that was fueled with 
all aboard to find sitting in Rockport ConRail U33B #2958, with two B&M flats, CV 
caboose plow 4234, and BaN caboose (26. This U-boat is the largest power ever on 
the Gloucester Branch and a very rare happening. 

More storms were due, but the B&M was finally dug out and the commuters were back 
into their routines. Despite Old Man Winter and fast-deteriorating equipment, the 
crews took the credit for getting the trains thru one way or another, 

(P.S.: The Boston-Bedford run was cancelled indefinitely due to weather.)

CONRAIL POSTED NOTICES of discontinuance Jan 7 for five commuter lines out of 
Boston's South Station, to be effective Mar 13, The ex-New Haven lines, the entire 
ConRail commuter operation in the Boston area, carry 6000 commuters daily from Bos- 
ton to Framingham, Stoughton, Needham, Franklin and Providence, R.1. ConRail said 
it was required by law to take the step because the MBTA had not presented an offer 
of subsidy to the railroad, which took over the lines last Apr 1. The Regional Rail 
Reorganization Act of 1973 provided that ConRail operate the lines un til Sep 27, 
1976, after which time local authorities would have to make an offer of subsidy in 
order to continue operations. ConRail said the MBTA did not make an offer, and "in 
spite of extensive and continuing discussions” the MBTA has come forward with no 
funds and has owed ConRail $2.1 million for the period of Sep 28-Dec 31, 1976. Con- 
Rail said it is "willing and eager® to continue discussions, but had to comply with 
the Jaw and announce the pending discontinuance of service. Congressperson Margaret 
M. Heckler made a formal complaint to ConRai] concerning the matter. ConRail wants 
a subsidy of $8.74 million for the year 1977. The MBTA has been paying $380,000 per

month to ConRail and is eligible for a federal reimbursement for subsidy costs beyond 


that amount. An MBTA spokesman said it was discussing a "recent poor performance 
record" in service and rehabilitation on the lines. 


BOSTON'S GREEN LINE saw the inauguration of service by the new Boeing-built artic- 
ulated streetcars the morning of Dec 30, 1976. Aboard the first revenue runs were 
Gov. Michael S. Dukakis, Transportation Secretary Frederick Salvucci and MBTA Chair- 
man Robert R. Kiley. The cars were reported to perform well in the icy, snowy wea- 
ther. About 25 of the cars are now in Boston, with a scheduled delivery rate of 2 
per week for the 175 on order from Philadelphia. 

PUBLIC HEARINGS BEFORE the ICC on the proposed discontinuance of service on Chica- 
go's South Shore lines began Jan 3. At the hearings a letter written last Nov 29 by 
Chicago's late Mayor Daley was read, which said "The South Shore line is a vital 
part of the commuter rail network of the Chicago region" and noted that more autos 
would be forced into the central Chicago area by a South Shore shutdown. Congress- 
man-elect Adam Benjamin and State Senator Clifford Arnold both testified the first 
day on behalf of retaining the service. The ICC must rule on the discontinuance pe- 
tition by Apr 8, or the railroad can legally close down commuter service. About 
6400 passengers use the line daily between Chicago, Gary, Michigan City and South 
Bend. The railroad said it has been profitable, thanks to its freight service, un- 
til 1976, when it lost almost $2 million. Its lucrative coal-hauling operations 
are reportedly threatened by construction of a controversial nuclear power plant,

AMTRAK'S EXCURSION TRAIN using the 4449 American Freedom Train locomotive from 
from Sanford FL to Birmingham AL on Jan 14-16 ran as planned. The passenger load 
was smaller than hoped for--about 218 aboard at the start. RIN's Ken Maylath rode 
the steam run and we expect to have a complete report next issue. The run was 
somewhat marred by the news upon arrival in Birmingham of the FLORIDIAN derailment 
a few miles away. The transcontinental excursion will continue in April when Am- 
trak moves the train from Birmingham to Portland OR. It will not follow the Union 
Pacific route that was planned--UP turned down the train because of the engine's 
weight--but will likely run over Southern Pacific, on the Sunset and Coast routes. 
SP reportedly stated that it is "more than happy" to accommodate the steam train. 
While the engine rests in SR's shops in Birmingham, it is very likely that it wil] 
be repainted in its original Southern Pacific Daylight colors. More information 
as soon as plans are finalized..... LAKE SHORE LIMITED, RIN's Train of the Year 
for 1976, has gotten into the media several times this month--once when Coleman 
criticized the route (that his own department had selected--see p.9) and once at 
the head of the New Yorker's "Talk of the Town" Dept (1/17},where a young woman 
writes a mixed but realistic-sounding review of a ride on the train into New York.

OUTGOING TRANSPORTATION SECRETARY William Coleman wasn'tthe only person ranting 
and raving about the cost of rail travel in the media. Your friend and mine Mr. 
James L. Kerrigan, chief executive of Greyhound Lines, has been at it again. A 
huge article on the front page of the business section of the Sunday NY Times (Jan 
2) was headed: Can anybody run this railroad? Bus lines assail Amtrak as deficit 
passes $400 million. The paper said that Kerrigan thinks the whole free enterprise 
system is on trial because the U.S, is trying to balance its transportation system, 
Earlier, Kerrigan criticized Amtrak for its enormous success in the L,A,-San Diego 
corridor, claiming that Amtrak had taken riders away from Greyhound. He also cri- 
ticized California's plan to increase rail service on the Oakland-Sacramento corri- 
dor. These comments appeared in a number of newspapers. The L.A. Herald Examiner 
published prominently on Dec 25, 1976 a letter of rebuttal to Greyhound from Or. 
Dan Monaghan, Texas rail supporter. Monaghan said in part: "(the bus companies) 
sit back and permit the public to build these elaborate and expensive facilities 
whereupon they occupy them for a nominal user charge, The use of these facilities 
for such a pittance represents a Christmas tree of unparalleled value and renders 
criticism of Amtrak subsidies entirely out of place.” The Herald Examiner pub- 
lished a later editorial which we haven't seen, but to which Amtrak's Art Lloyd 
responded by a letter (published Jan 13): "A subsidy of $1 million a day (to Am- 
trak) does appear large because it is a direct subsidy one can read about from a 
budget message. However, all passenger transportation in the U.S. is subsidized, 
directly and indirectly. The cost of building and maintaining highways and 
streets over which buses and trucks travel is provided by taxes, The cost of a 
freeway interchange runs $200 million--so Amtrak represents less than two freeway 
interchanges per year." Uther rebuttals came from CalTrans and from State Senator 
James Mills. Mills said that Greyhound should be cooperating to get people out of 
automobiles instead of taking a shortsighted view. The serious competition is the 
automobile, he pointed out. Apt Lloyd added, "We don't feel we have taken people 
out of buses, we've taken them out of cars and we should be working as partners, 
not against each other. Said Mills, "The big problem with Greyhound is that their

ALL THIS SHOUTING seems to represent a frantic effort by the highway lobby to con- 
legislators and the public to try to cut back passenger trains in the face of a 


new, more enlightened DUT chief about to take office. The Seattle Raatelieetgian- 
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cer this month paid a tribute to incoming Transportation Secretary Brock Adams, 
relating that at the University of Washington he "walked off with virtually every 
academic honor the institution could bestow." Former Amtrak president Roger Lewis 
once remarked early in his reign that "There's more emotion in this trade than any 
I"ve been connected with.” He was right about transportation being an emotion- 
laden topic. Perhaps it's because transportation vehicles become such personal 
things, a fact that can be easily deduced by picking up any automobile magazine. 
But public officials should restrain their emotions when speaking to the 
media. People talk about the loss of respect for Washington figures, but is that 
any wonder when people like a former Cabinet member go around telling the press 
that train riders are "crazy" and comparing trains to outhouses? We look forward 
to a more dignified and intelligent approach to our transportation problems under 
our new transportation leader..... YOU CAN IMAGINE that we didn't like the re- 
marks by Greyhound's president when he criticized plans for increasing rail service 
Oakland-Sacramento. We've been complaining about that miserable highway 80 for 
years, and if we have to keep driving it, it will be the death of us. We went to 
Sacramento on business on Jan 12, using the SAN FRANCISCO ZEPHYR, and were delight- 
ed by one feature of the train as we left Oakland: the coach attendant made a 
speech to his coach, introducing himself by name, explaining the location of the 
diner and lounge, the smoking regulations, and indicating that he would come to 
each passenger individually and give out a timetable, a pillow if desired, and 
answer any questions about operating seats, etc. He then proceeded to do just 
that. Of all the Amtrak trips we've taken, on very few have we found ourselves 
welcomed aboard in this way, and we hope this is becoming S.0.P. on all Amtrak 
trains. For our return trip we walked to the rather unsavory Greyhound station to 
discover that the next bus was not leaving for two hours. So much for Greyhound's 
efforts to attract riders out of their cars--and this in late afternoon of a busy 
weekday! Since train 5 was running late, we took it instead. Our coach was very 
ware, and it felt good after the chilly, foggy outside air (New England readers 
note: it was all of a cold 40° aida An enormous number of passengers de« 
trained in Sacramento, There were still a lot going on to Oakland. Everyone was 
good-humored, tho the train got in 44 hours late, and tho the diner was closed no 
one was complaining about missing dinner. There was a good spirit of camaraderie 
on board, and it was easy to see that one of the major attractions of rail travel 
is the opportunity to mingle with other people, while still being able to go some- 
where on board to be alone if that suits your MO00d cece

THREE BARGES BROKE loose on Jan 17 and struck the L&N bridge over the Mobile River 
east of Mobile AL. The span was said to be 3 inches out of line, but repairs were 
apparently adequate so that freight trains and the "Peanut Special" could proceed 
over the span at very low speeds..... THE BLACK HAWK, train 372, on Jan 16 was 
diverted from its normal ICG route to BN/Milwaukee track from Rockford IL to Davis 
Junction where it then proceeded on Milw Road rails to Chicago Union Station. The 
detrour was due to an ICG freight derailment near Genoa earlier that day..... 

AN UNKNOWN VANDAL or vandals on the night of Dec 30, 1976, set in motion a 4-Budd 
car PAT commuter train on the B&O, and it ran 7.6 miles, a 9-minute run, from the 
yards outside the Glenwood Shop at Pittsburgh to McKeesport, where it crashed into 
a stationary freight train at Riverton Yard. Quick thinking and action on the 
part of railroad personnel averted a much larger disaster. There were no injuries, 
and one car of the empty train was totally destroyed, and a second heavily damaged. 
The National Transportation Safety Board was investigating the unusual incident, 
and the Pittsburgh Pr3ss (Jan 16) reported that there were as yet no clues..... 

A CASH PRIZE and the Carnegie Hero Fund medal were presented last month to a Bel- 
mont CA man, James avers who on Feb 12, 1976 dashed from his car to pull a 5- 
year old boy from the path of an SP comnute train in Redwood City, saving the boy.. 
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DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS: Amtrak has refuted several items published here last 
issue: Amtrak said it did not plan to Amfleet the PANAMA LIMITED; it had made a 
study of the move but decided not to do it. Amfleet cars are now running on the 
train because of the shortage of equipment in the big freeze. And the New Orleans 
shops were not to be taken over by Amtrak on Jan 1, tho Amtrak is working on the 
takeover, Amtrak also said that a cost proposal for Miami-Orlando Amfleet service 
was never made. The train identified as SAN DIEGAN #772 in the photo on p.15 of 
the First Dec issue is actually the rear of train 775~-train 772 turned to become 
775. On p.18 of last issue, timetable form B should be form 8,.... A SYDNEY, 
AUSTRALIA bridge collapsed on Jan 18 and landed on top of a packed commuter train, 
with possibly 80 fatalities. The train apparently had derailed and hit a bridge 
support, causing the collapse..... A MOSCOW SUBWAY explosion on Jan 8 killed 
about 6 people and injured more..... A PASSENGER TRAIN hit a bus in a Mexico City 
suburb Jan 16, killing 36 and injuring 15; the bus had raced the train to a cross- 
ingssee. FEDERAL HIGHWAY ADMINISTRATION last month approved use of the symbol at 
left as an official highway sign to designate a train sta- 
tion... BIGGEST RAIL MERGER in Mexican history was an- 
nounced Jan 14; the five major railroads in that country 
will merge into a single company..... AMTRAK RECEIVES 
PERMISSION on Jan 24 to discontinue its ticket selling and 
baggage checking facilities at the Merced CA station on 
the SAN JOAQUIN route, effective Feb 1, The ICC also gave 
‘ permission to similarly close the Riverbank station, but 
Amtrak said it will be kept open, since recent patronage 
qicces seem to justify it..... NEW TRANSPORTATION SEC- 
E Adams told the press concerning his planned reorg- 
TRAIN: AYEVEUE) anization of the DUT that it will be easy to reorganize, 
“since it has never been organized at all..... RIO GRANDE 
ZEPHYR is getting its dome lounge car rebu$lt into all 
Jounge space, as we reported earlier. Here's further news 
fe oS of RGZ changes: diner "Silver Banquet" was repainted, re- 
carpeted and got new drapes last May. Combine 1231 is just 
out of the shops with new paint inside and out, new seat upholstery and vinyl wall 
covering; exterior paint is orange and silver, without the black stripe under the 
windows, The former dorm section was removed for baggage space, and rebuilt 
trucks and new batteries installed. All cars are to get improved electrical syS- 
tems with solid state components. A car washer in Burnham Yard is to be installed

THE NIGHT OWL is not using sleepers converted to electric power. Instead the train 
runs with steam-equipped £60 or GG-1 engines to New Haven and E8s into Boston, with 
conventional equipment in the front section, and Amfleet cars and an electric power 
car on the rear. Sleepers 2697, 2622, 2634, and 2642 are assigned to the train..... 
ANTRAK ASSUMED CUNTROL on Jan 13 of the former Santa Fe passenger car yards at 8% 
St. in Los Angeles, as well as the Redondo Junction locomotive servicing and repair 
facility, at a cost of $8.5 million. Amtrak is budgeting $4 million more for in- 
provements, 300 employees there take care of all trains running out of L.A...... 
NEW ROUTE BROCHURES for 16 long distance trains have been published by Amtrak. 
We've seen two--for the LAKE SHORE LTD and EMPIRE BUILDER, both printed in blue & 
black, and very nicely written, with interesting and useful information..... 
AMTRAK HAS SELECTED "Stations of the Year" and Milwaukee won first place, with 
Salinas CA and St, Albans VT as runners-up nationally and first in their regions... 
NEW EXCURSION FARES took effect on many Amtrak trains Jan 10, and on Jan 5 on 
Northeast Corridor trains..... NEW TRAIN MENUS this year will include a smaller 
wine bottle, 6.4 ounce "split" in addition to the 12 Beounce hal f-bottle..... 
STREET TRAFFIC NOISE is a bigger problem than crime, according to a U.S. Census 
survey which asked 53,800 people to name the biggest urban street Prob ette sn.

COOK CONTINENTAL TIMETABLE this month became the Thomas Cook International Timetable. 


With the Jan 1977 issue a major change in the venerable tisetable finds condensed 
passenger train listings for virtually the entire world included. Only once before 
has a publisher attempted to produce a world rail timetable. In 1948-9 Imprimerie 
Chaix of Paris introduced the Indicateur Chaix Mondial. It failed because communi- 
cations of the time were not equal to the task of keeping it up to date. The Cook 
publication costs $7.50 to the U.S. or Canada ($9.50 airmail) per monthly issue. The 
Feb issue will include summer timetables. Available from: Thos, Cook Ltd., Time- 
table Publ. Office, PO Box 36, Peterborough, England PE3 6SB..... RAIL TRANSPORTA- 
TION ARCHIVES has published a unique "Amtrak 1977 Deskbook" with the calendar for 
one week along with a different Amtrak rail photo appearing on each pair of pages.
